Montgomery Center Library 

The Library of the Montgomery Center 
of the University of Alabama is located in 
the southwestern corner of the Center 
building. With its orderly arrangement of 
books and other library materials and with 
decorative planters providing a well-cared- 
for touch, this is one of the most inviting 
spots within the building. 

In comparison with the academic _li- 
braries found on most university campuses, 
the Center Library appears to be one in 
miniature to the casual visitor, but the 
permanent book stock of some three 
thousand volumes by no means represents 
the total resources of this library. Patrons 
of the University Center libraries located 
strategically throughout the State have 
access to the entire collection of the whole 
University system, including that of the 
Medical College in Birmingham. The 
Montgomery Center Library functions as a 
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unit of the main library on the Tuscalo: s; 
campus in the same manner as do the cc 
partmental libraries located on the camp

The basic book collection of the Libr: ry 
here is live and fluid and is an import: :

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LIBRARY WORK COMES ALIVE AT 
BIBB COUNTY HIGH

he Bibb County High School Library 
in Centerville, Alabama has enjoyed last 

r one of the most, if not the most out- 

iding year in the school’s history. There 

been a geniune interest shown by the 

dents and the faculty has used a great 

ount of materials to enrich the various 
su jects of the school’s curriculum. 


The general appearance of the library 
has been greatly improved by new furni- 
ture, a charging desk made to standard 
library specifications, new drapes, news- 
paper rack, stepping stool, bulletin board, 
and potted plants. The atmosphere leads 
to study. Browsing has been encouraged, 
and a number of students each day spend a 
free period examining periodicals, news- 
papers, and books in general. The bulle- 
tin board calls attention to books on sug- 
gested subjects. 


Book Week was the high light of the 
Bibb County High School Library year. 
The library was then formally opened to 
the students, faculty and patrons of the

On Monday an assembly program “The 
Use of the Library” was held. A mock li- 
brary was the setting. Various characters 
came to the library to use the different li- 
brary tools. Instructions in the Dewey 
Decimal System was made in pantomine 
by students who placed themselves in the 
proper order on the shelves. A narrator 
explained each general classification as 
well as reference books. Rules of the li- 
brary were protrayed by activity of the 
students upon their visit to the mock 
library. 


Three days during the week a student 
gave pertinent and interesting facts and 
statistics during the homeroom period over 
the public address system. Each student 
jotted these down in order that they would 
be more meaningful to him. 


The week preceding Book Week a Book 
Week Float Contest was launched in the 
English classes. The rules were: 1. Floats 
to be made on inverted cigar boxes. 2. 
Titles to be filed in library. 3. Only one 
title per float. 4. Float to be turned into 
library on Friday preceding Book Week. 
5. Floats to be judged on interpretation of 
contents of the book, originality, neatness, 
and attractiveness. 6. Judges to be the 
instructors of the English department. 
Prizes were given to first, second, and third 
places. The floats were judged on Monday 
of Book Week. 


Written invitations were issued to each 
sixth period class with a specified time to 
attend the Book Week open house. Each 
group was greeted by the librarian. In 
turn, student assistants led the group on a 
tour throughout the library. On the tour 
the assistants explained the library tools 
and called attention to the arrangements 
of books. The floats were attractively ar- 
ranged for inspection. 


From a prettily appointed tea table the 
visitors were served punch and cookies. 


The project ably carried out its purpose 
in that interest was stimulated in the library 
and created the desire to read better and 
more books. The faculty has reported that 
the students seemingly have a better un- 
derstanding of reports that they have made 
and request library work.

The idea for Children’s Book Week origi- 
nated with the late Franklin K. Mathiews, 
chief librarian of the Boy Scouts of 
America, who soon found an enthusiastic 
supporter in Frederic G. Melcher, president 
of R. R. Bowker, Co., publishers of Library 
Journal and Publisher's Weekly. Together 
they enlisted the help of outstanding li- 
brarians and booksellers and in 1919 the 
first Children’s Book Week was held. Jessie 
Wilcox Smith designed the first poster in 
1921.

The four major concerns of the study are:

brarian to teachers, administrators, and 
community. 


Those participating in the Daytona ses- 
sion are undertaking special sub-committee 
responsibilities within the state during this 
school session. The findings and efforts 
of their work are to contribute jointly with 
findings of other southern states. The de- 
sired product of the Study on School Li- 
braries is to generate within each state good 
school library programs and a deeper un- 
derstanding of what they can do for boys 
and girls. A tangible by-product in the 
form of a report which may be helpful to 
school systems is also anticipated and will 
be the culmination of the study. The 


report to be completed during the 1959 


summer conference at Daytona. 





The Library Services Act and School Libraries 


School librarians are urged to explain 
to educators — particularly school admin- 
istrators — That library services in rural 
areas provided under the Library Services 
Act are not substitutes for libraries within 
schools. 

A statement distinguishing between the 
functions of school and public Ebrary ser- 
vice has been developed and approved 
by the American Association of School Li- 
brarians and the ALA Public Libraries 
Division. The statement, prepared by the 
AASL Committee on the Library Services 
Act, headed by Louise Meredith, Super- 
visor of Instructional Materials and 
Libraries, Tennessee State Department of 
Education, in summary states: The Board 
of the American Association of School 
Librarians wishes to confirm the following 
statement from Public Library Service (pre- 
pared by Coordinating Committee on Revis- 
ion of Public Library Standards, ALA Public 


Libraries Division): “Public Library Service 
to schools is not a substitute for a library 
within the school. The public library acti- 
vities should be designed to encourage the 
growth of school libraries.” 

The Board of the AASL believes that 
school library services plarned, financed 
and administered by the Board of Edu- 
cation, are a necessary part of a good 
educational program. The Board believes 
further that the development and improve- 
ment of such library service to provide 
for children in school the library resources 
that are related to the curricv!um and 
needed for an effective school program are 
primary responsibilities of-scheol admini- 
strators and school librarians. 

There are many ways in which school 
librarians can be of service in the im- 
plementation of the Library Service Act: 
(1) by planning and participating in the 
extension and improvement for library ser- 
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vice in rural areas through public libraries; 
(2) by recruitment of young people for 
work in libraries; and (3) by cooperation 
in the development of plans for demon- 
strations under the Act. 

The Board points out that the purpose of 
the Library Services Act is “to promote 
the further extension by the several states 
of public library services to rural areas.” 
It believes that if funds provided by this 
Act were used to finance a library within 
a school, such use would be contrary to the 
intent of this legislation, and would deter 
the development of school libraries within 
the schools. 

The Board wishes also to enlist the 
understanding and support of public li- 
brary personnel for the continuing deve- 
lopment of school library service which 
is an integral part of school administration 
and instruction. Public library personnel 
can provide such support through inter- 
pretation to the lay public of this statement.

Alabama will receive $161,369 under 
the Library Services Act appropriation for 
Fiscal 1959. Congress agreed on $6,000,000 
for the program during the year; this sum 
is double the amount recommended in the 
President’s budget.

American libraries stand to profit greatly 
by the passage of the Hill-Elliott National 
Defense Education Act. Alabama librarians 
may take pride in the fact that Dr. Wm. 
Stanley Hoole, University Librarian, has 
served as Research Consultant to Congress- 
man Carl Elliott during the two years of 
preparing, planning, and ultimately passing 
the Act. The Hill-Elliott Act ranks as the 
first significant piece of legislation for edu- 
cation since the Land Grant College Act of 
1862 and one of only two or three such 
pieces of legislation since the Northwest 
Ordinance of 1787. Allotments totalling 
$3,376,981 will be authorized for Alabama 
for the 1959 fiscal year and cover loans 
to students in higher education; financial 
assistance for strengthening science, mathe- 
matics and foreign language instruction; 
for acquisition of equipment; loans to non- 
profit private schools; guidance, counseling

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THE LIBRARY AND OUR OLDER PEOPLE 


By Ruth Albrecht* 


“lve become more interested in bio- 
aphy and history in recent years.” The 
eaker is a 68-year-old, well educated, 
‘elligent man. Similar statements are 
ade by other mature people concerning 
iilosophy, religion, science, and other 
rious topics. Many of our elders like to 
ad geography, travel books, historical 
ovels and certain lighter material. On 
1e whole books are somewhat like a meal. 
ight things and froth have a place but for 
eal satisfaction and sustenance one needs 


olid fare. 


Why is this important now? Mainly be- 
cause the modern library and the modern 
librarians have a new situation to face. The 
library is dealing with a different type of 
population in that we are getting older, 
have more education, are entering new 
kinds of work, and are more apt to be na- 
tive born. 


Way back in 1900 one-half of the 
people in the United States were under 
23 years, the other half over that age. By 
1950 this half way mark had gone up to 
the age of 30 years and it is still going up. 
We are rapidly becoming an older popula- 
tion. That means a shift in interests, but 
we also have more education. Our edu- 
cational level used to be about the eighth 
grade but each generation of young people 
is pushing that average up. Now the ma- 
jority of youngsters finish High School, 
and in Alabama about 18 per cent go to 
college. 


The work picture is changing constantly. 
In 1950 nearly 16 per cent of our popula- 
tion was rural, 64 per cent was urban and 
the rest of the people lived in villages or 


places designated as rural non-farm. Non- 
farmers or ex-farmers had to find another 
kind of work. Since the kind of reading 
one does is related to one’s work a recent 
change should be spotlighted. The 1940 
census of Birmingham, Alabama, showed 33 
per cent of the workers in the professions, 
business, clerical, or sales work. In ten 


years that group increased to 39 per cent. 
Most of the difference came about in the 
shift from other occupations, an upgrading 
of work types all the way down the line. 
Foreman became managers, workers be- 
came foremen and some of the laborers 
became at least semi-skilled workers. There 
were many different combinations of 
changes, most of them to more complicated 
positions requiring more education, train- 
ing, and more information. 


More of our people are native born. Im- 
migration was practically closed after World 
War I and now as most of our people speak, 
read, and write English, the language 
problem is becoming less difficult. A few 
of the home-bound people had _ trouble 
learning English but on a recent visit to one 
home a Polish born woman was copying 
radio talks to improve her speaking ability. 
She was married before she came to this 
country but had never learned to read. Now 
her children are grown up, and she is train- 
ing herself so she can visit with her Ameri- 
can neighbors. 


Men and women spend some very full 
and busy years between the ages of about 
18 to 45 or 50. They have to finish school, 
get started in an occupation, marry, estab- 
lish a home, and start their families. Then 
they have business, civic, and community 
responsibilities. Leisure time is absorbed 
in living, in being with the family, with 
friends and associates. When the children 
are grown and there is less energy for ac- 
tive sports, both men and women turn to 
new interests. This is the time to take up 
hobbies, the study of new things, to learn 
the things one always wanted to learn, to 
read the books that have been on the in- 
tention list for so long. This is where the 
librarian can really help. . 


The Overstreets in their book “The Mind 
Goes Forth” include the library among the 
institutions that are what they call “space- 
makers.” Some of the libraries have in- 
stituted a pick-up and delivery service for 
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shut-ins. Individual volunteers, Boy and 
Girl Scouts take care of this and help to 
break the monotony of the lonely hours at 
home. A type of reflector is now available 
for the people who cannot use their hands 
or hold a book. It reflects the written ma- 
terial on the ceiling and the reader can lie 
back and read comfortably. The Braille 
books are wonderful for the blind but the 
library may also be the information cen- 
ter for the books that are recorded on discs 
and loaned by the Library of Congress to 
people of all ages. The bookmobile in out- 
lying areas can be the big event of the 
week for some of its clients. 


Libraries, or to be more specific, li- 
brarians invite people as people, they have 
made room for them, they accept them as 
individuals. The Overstreets say that when 
a city library has a Reader’s Adviser it 
opens a way for many, many readers to find 
in books the things they have yearned for 
but would not have found without help. 
The librarian becomes a counselor, one who 
draws out the client, who discovers his 
interests or helps him to uncover facets of 
himself that may have been hidden a long 
time. The trial and error method may 
have to be used but they can work together 
and will probably find more than one chan- 
nel of interest for each person. Even people 
who have lived a long time and have had 
many experiences and opportunities do not 
know themselves too well and may be sur- 
prised at the direction their interests take. 
It may be that the older people who com- 
pete on the television program “The 
$64,000 Question” were self-starters or 
knew what they wanted and in that case 
they were fortunate. Of course they de- 
veloped their interest to a high degree on 
the strength of the money incentive. 

College and other school librarians who 
are warm, friendly, and understanding do 
more than they realize to help young people 
develop an interest in the wide world of 
books. A few years ago a small town li- 
brarian casually pointed out a book to a 
new person in town. The book and the 
reader clicked. It was on mathematics, a 
topic foreign to his usual preference for 
murder mysteries. He became so interested 
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that he dusted off his grade and high scho | 
arithmetic and majored in mathematics -1 
college. Discovery is not always so dr - 
matic. It may take a great deal of i: - 
genuity, patience and searching to he 5 
people find the way. This is particular , 
true of older people. But there is value :, 
tasting a variety of reading fare. Best sell: r 
lists serve well to acquaint people wii. 
what is good or at least popular. Ar] 
there is nothing wrong with reading or r - 
reading the intended for yout). 
Grandparents might do much to stimulate 
reading interests of young people if they 
refresh their memory or read for the first 
time the books assigned to the pupils. Talk- 
ing about books helps a great deal but it 
is not always possible to remember char- 
acters and the plot from a book one read 
30 years ago.

Librarians can bank on having mure and 
more mature customers in the future years. 
These people will often have more leisure 
than they want. Some of them may even 
enjoy giving volunteer service to the library 
for certain hours of the day. 

The mind is similar to the body in that 
exercise helps keep it working. Whatever 
is done to help keep people stimulated and 
interested is a feather in the librarian’s cap.

ALABAMA LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 


Last Year's Activities In Summary .. . Part II 


The Scholarship Fund at present includes 

med scholarships in the amount of $1,950 
a d additional un-named funds. Increasing 

e un-named amount enables loans to be 
.ade in advance of the time the particular 
sholarship is entirely repaid, if necessary 
to) meet a beginning school term date. 
Hience, last fall, the LILA MAY CHAPMAN 
loan Scholarship could be awarded for 
graduate study at the University of North 
Carolina, at a time when the applicant need- 
ed the funds, although there is still at this 
date, $100 due on this loan. It is necessary 
for the association members to continue in- 
creasing the un-named funds, if our pres- 
ent scholarships are to be available upon 
demand, annually. At the same time we 
want to support the plans spear-headed by 
the school librarians group to build up a 
new scholarship in memory of one of our 
outstanding college librarians, Miss Mildred 
Johnston. Her sudden death in December 
1957, came when she was making arrange- 
ments for the library education of a Jackson- 
ville State College graduate. In fact she 
had sent to the scholarship fund $250.00 for 
his assistance, but the check did not clear 
the bank before December 15th. The stu- 
dent in question is enrolled at Florida State 
University and needs financial assistance ac- 
cording to Dr. Louis Shores, Dean of the 
Library School. It is planned to make 
notes of $50 each as a loan to that student, 
from any amounts which the membership 
donates at this meeting or later by mail to 
the committee, if such funds are designated 
for the MILDRED REYNOLDS JOHN- 
STON Loan Scholarship. During the next 
year the fund will continue building to the 
amount of $500.00. 

The MARY R. MULLEN Loan Scholar- 
ship for graduate study on leave, in the 
amount of $500 will be available to an Ala- 
bama librarian in service, for the first time 


this coming summer, 1958. Publicity, about 
the scholarship and Miss Mullen for whom 
it is named, appears in the October 1957 is- 
sue of the ALABAMA LIBRARIAN. A flyer 
describing the loan was sent to all college 
librarians in the state, and, through the 
courtesy of the Public Library Service Di- 
vision, was circulated to all libraries on its 
mailing list. Stressing graduate study on 
leave, this loan is of a sufficient amount to 
cover expenses for a single term of study. 
Since the payback period falls within a 
single year it will be possible to offer two 
such scholarships, as soon as the old ALA- 
BAMA LIBRARY ASSOCIATION Loan 
Scholarship of $1,000 is fully repaid. To 
date there has been no applicant for the 
loan. Rather than let the scholarship lie 
idle during the summer, it could be used for 
a beginning student as are our other scholar- 
ships. If this decision is reached the full 
amount could be offered the student at 
Florida State University, mentioned above, 
the only applicant now in our files. Coun- 
cil’s opinion will be solicited during the 
time of the convention. 


This year’s scholarship recipients have 
employed their awards as follows: 


Mr. James W. Bates, graduate of B’ham- 
Southern College, received the THOMAS 
M. & MARIE BANKHEAD OWEN Loan 
Scholarship for study at Emory University, 
Division of Librarianship. At the conclusion 
of the summer quarter Mr. Bates was offered 
a work-study position in the documents de- 
partment at the University of North Caro- 
lina which financially he could not afford to 
turn down. He has, therefore, transferred 
his studies in librarianship there. When the 
matter was brought before the council, the 
group agreed that the notes should stand 
as written, regardless of the transfer. Mr. 
Bates’ notes start October 1, 1958.
